Ottawa, May 27.— T. K. Molnnis will 
movo an enquiry into tlio advisability of 
establishing a mint in Camula. 

Mr. lioultoii has withdrawn his motion, 
asking Imperial aid for tho Hudson's Bay 
Railway, and will substitute an address to 
the Queen, pointing out tho importaiioo of 
tho development of the Hudson Bay route, 
as it affects the food supply of the Motlicr 
Country. 

An influential deputation of cattle ship- 
pers and vessel owners have asked Hon. Mr. 
Tuppor to 'cable the Imperial authorities 
not to pass restrictive legislation relating to 
cattle stlipments until 'tiie Canadian trade 
Iiave hkd an opportunity of studying the 
provisions of the meiisure. The announce- 
ment bos created consternation' throughout 
Ontario. 

A deputation of the diCferent religious 
liodiea interviewed Hon. Messrs. 15osvell 
and Foster, to-day, to urge the government 
to afford facilities for tlio passage of a pro- 
hibition liill. Tile ministers stated that the 
people were not prepured for the con- 
sequences of prohibition, and the only 
efTect of the passage of such a measure now 
would 1)0 tluvt tho party passing it would be 
swept out of existence. 

Mr. Prior will move for a return of the 
amounts received by tlie custom houses of 
Quebec, Ottawa, liamilton, Loudon, Win- 
nipeg, Windsor and Victoria in each year 
between 18S0 and 1890, also the amounts 
expended by the Uovernmeat during tbe 
same period for post-offioes Vand OUStoin 
houses at those cities. 

The Modus Vivendi bill has passed its 
third reading in the Senate, being the first 
measure to pass both Houses. 

The Premier is seriously ill, and his 
friends arc anxious about his condition. It 
is said lie is sufTering from congestion of the 
lungs. 

Sir Hector Langevin stated in tlie Houst 
tlnit Messrs. E. C. Baker and Noah 
Shakespeare in 18HG represented the advisa- 
bility of lengthening the i!:squimalt dock, 
but the Chief Engineer reported against it.

The Manitoba School Act is uuder review 
by tho Supremo court, to-day. From tho 
expressions of opinions by the judges it 
seems lilcely the case will go against the 
Act, to fbvor the retention of separate 
schools, but it will be finally^ appealed to 
England. 

Jaines Adamson, English clerk assistant in 
the Senate, died this morning. He was re- 
vered by everybody.

shewed cauiie against a rule obtained by 
Mr, Wilson, on behalf of the defendants, 
who had been convicted of intimidation, 
and sentenced to six weelcs' imprisonment, 
calling on the Crown to slievv cause why 
there should not be a new trial. The At- 
torncy-ticneral now contended that the 
court had no jurisdiction to review the sen- 
tence, and after hearing Mr. Wilson in 
support of the rule, the court bustained tho 
contention of tbe Crown, and discharged 
tho rule. 

Brown vs. Goepel and others — The Attor- 
ney-liciieral moved for a new trial, on tho 
ground that the iiucstion wlielher the de- 
fendant had waiveil the misrepresentation, 
found to have been made by the plaintiff, 
or his agent, had not been put to the jnry; 
also on the ground that the agency of 
]5rady to make the misrepresentation had 
not been shewn. Tlie action had been 
brought by the plaintiffs to recover §10,000, 
tho second instalment upon a sale of 700 
acres of land at the Lake District for |G0,- 
OOO. The defendants had pleaded that the 
agreement for sale had been catered into by 
reason of a representation, subsequently dis- ' 
covered to be false, that a certain stream, 
running tlirough the farm, flowed with equal 
strength all the year round. The sale, it ■ 
seems, had been negotiated by Mr. James. 
Brady, who also becumo one of the pur- 
chasers, and it wus claimed that the repre- 
sentationus to the stream hadbeenmade both 
by the plain tiflfand Brady. The jury had found 
that the representation had been made, and 
was false, and that its .untruth was : first 
discovered by the defendant; iii^^iAugti^^ 
Plaintiff submitted tho' niiirepfesehtatibn. 
had been waived, and asked to have the' 
question submitted to the jury, but the 
judge holding that it was a qttestion for 
the court, decided that the waiver was 
not proved and gave judgment for 
the defendants, awarding thorn a return 
of SI, 500, the amount of the first deposit. 

The court now granted the rule nisi, 
returnable on the 17th June next. 

(Boforo Mr. Justice Drake.) 

Hayward v.s. Johnson.— This case was 
yesterday heard upon the merits, u number 
ot witnesses, including tho defendant, being 
examined. Mr. Fell appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Hon. C. E. Pooley for the defend- . 
ant. The judgment of the court was in 
favor of tho plaintiff for the whole amount 
demanded, defendant's counter claim being 
disallowed. According to tho defend- 
ant all the difference there was be- 
tween the parties was his com 
mission of 5 per cent, on §40, which, had ii 
been allowed, the claim would have been 
paid without objection.

JUDGMENT 

Of sir Matlhew BallUe Begble. C. J., In the 
Caie of tbe ateamibip Eton t. Steonublp 
GIty of Pneblu. 

Vice Admihalty Coukt, 
Montloy, 18tli Miiy, 181)1. 
About nine a.m., ou the the 22nd of Jan- 
uary last, ou a line, culm nioniing, the 
" Eton," about 'MO feot long, aud with four 
thousand tona of coal on board, left the 
wharf at Nanaiuio to proceed to sea by the 
North Channel. Thia is a narrow and 
rather tortuous channel about 900 or 1,000 
feet long, between the Middle Bank on the 
south, and Satellite Kecf and Three Futlioni 
Patch to the north. It lies nearly K.N.E. 
and W.S.W., the west end, next the wharf, 
being environed by shoals, the cast end be- 
ing quite open and free from any danyer. 
Tho " Eton " left on a port helm, moving 
from about N. \V. towards north and east, 
until near tlie Black lJuoy, No. VII, wlieu 
she headed N.B., looking uhnost, but not 
quite, clear down the Nortli (Jliannel. At 
tills point she seems to have been for the 
Ihst time aware of the approach of tlio 
" City of Pucbla," This vessel is 340 feet 
long, and was almost fully loaded, having 
about 3,000 tons of cargo on board. 
On observing her approach, the " Eton 
.gave,, one whistle, which tho "Puebla" 
Bni(w«ied also witU a single blast. Both 
vessels thereby intimated their intention of 
passing eaoh other, port side to port side. 
This gave tlio Eton distinot notica that the 
Pucbla was intending to take the North 
Channel— the only other access to Nnnainio 
wluu f being by tho South Channel, in tak- 
hig which tho vessels would have passed 
aliirbcmrd to starboard, and the Puebla 
uiUHt have seen tliat tho Eton was already 
cnniiniltcd to the North Channel. Indeed, 
the I'ucbla seoMis, according to tho viva voce 
o\ idLMice, to h ive seen the Eton while still 
lying at the wharf, at a distance of two and 
a half to tlireo miles, and to have been 
awaio of lier sulisequont movements. The 
Puebla'a preliniiimry act, however, alleges 
that tlio Eton was lirst Hightoii alinut seven 
or eight Iciigllis, (about four cables), ;Away. 

At this dialancc from each other, at all 
events, both vessels were fully aware that 
they were about to meet " end-on," so that 
there was a risk of collision. lioth vessels 
wore, therefore, liound to all the steps re- 
. quireil l)y " skilful and careful navigation " 
(Dom. Code, ISSO, o. 170, s. 1.) tG avoid 
collision. There are three stiiges in a col- 
lision : Ist. When it appears posslhle, 
when there is merely a chance of a collision 
occurring ; 2nd, when a collision is immin- 
ent ; 3rd, when it is inevitable. In the last 
two stages, certainly in the last stage, skil- 
ful and careful nivigution reciuires, at least 
permits, each commander to look after the 
safety of his own vessel exoluaivcly. In the 
first stage, skilful and careful navigation re- 
quires each commander to take such steps 
aa aro requisite fur the safety and conveni- 
ence of both vessels. Neither vessel has a 
right to thrust the other vessel upon a shoal, 
or to necessitate the other tohave rscourse to 
diflScult or embarrassing mana'uvres|in order 
to avoid a catastrophe. See section 1 and 
artiole8.18, 23 and 2-t, of section 2 of tlie 
D^jhionNavigation Act (Code 18SU, c 79.) 
t;The gentlemen whoso assistance wo are 
. . fortatiate enough to have been able to se- 
' cure in . this case are of the opinion, in 
lyhioh,;! , fully ■ coincide, that skilful and 
, ' c»refnl navigators would not dream of tak- 
^'ing tiwo Vessels, of tho length and draught 
of these two steamers, to pass each other in 
the north channel ; but that one of the two 
ought to have waited for the other. They 
are further- of opinion that oarofu! and 8kil-_ 
ful navigation on board tho "Eton" re- 
quired her not to wait off the Black I3noy, 
T{o. VII, where she sighted, and (according 
to the preliminary act) was sighted by the 
"Pueblu," but'tb go on through the Nortli 
Channel, to which she was then fully com- 
hiitted. Further, that a skilful peison on 
the "Puel)la" must have known the difficul- 
ties of the "Eton's" position — and especially 
the Captain of the "Puebla," who had been 
often through that channel. 

He deservedly praised his own ves.sel — 
how i)0werful, and how handy she was; 
and yet in the North Channel lie had, as 
often as not, found it necessary to re\cr3e 
Ids course and his screw, aud found that 
her great draught diminished the power 
of her rudder. (.See Capt. Debenay'a evi- 
dence, Ans. 00 k 99). Unless, therefore, 
he assumed the "Eton" to be much more 
manageable tlian his own ship, which a 
sailor is not apt to do, ho must have known 
that she might be obliged to have recourse 
to tho same dilatory measures. It follows 
necessarily that, in their opinion, skilful 
and careful navigation (which is required 
by the Statute) required the "Puebla" to 
stop, not her 'engines merely, but her 
way, and to remain stationary (Art IS 
U.S.) off or near Gallows Point, 
until the " Eton " had, at least 
got entirely through the North Channel. 
. The rule laid down by the Conservators of 
^^e Thames (set out in "the Eebra," P.D., 
139), is the rule of common sense: — "Where 
two vessels, moving in opposite directions, 
sight each other across a point, tho vessel 
going against the tide sball remain sta- 
tionary until the other shall have passed 
clear,'*^ which, in that case, is decided to 
mean "clear of the stationary vessel." And 
this is the course dictated by ordinary care 
in navigation, even when it Is not, as in the 
Thames, a written law. 

Tho Puebla's measures are somewhat var- 
iously stated. In the preliminary act, in 
answer to the inquiry (12), ns to the 
mensurcs which were taken, and when, to 
avoid coUisiiin, the defendant simply said: 
"Backed full speed;" without saying 
"when," or "where." In the opinion of 
my assessors, with whom I am happy to say 
I agree throughout, this hacking was only 
adopted after a collision had become iiiinii- 
nent, and indeed, unavoidable, lookini; to 
the speed of Liu; I'lielila, although, no doubt, 
by I Ilia time much r<'iluced, and to the prox- 
imity of till! two ships. According to the 
viud rorr evidence for the defendants, tli(! 
" I'uebhi," at lirsl acted willi pinfuct pru- 
dence. While still outside the harbor, she 
slowed her i iii,'iiie-<, and, before enteiirig, 
I. had stoiiped tlifiii altogether— but she ivinie 
in, swinging past ihe entrance buoys (which 
S^tro about two cables only from tlii^ east unil 
<(Y tho north channel, the scene of the col- 
lision) at the rate of six or seven knots. 
Thia is the eatini ate in the defeixlauts' own 
prelimimiry act, and the estimate also of 
the four or live (piile independent witnesses 
who happened on this calii), bright morn- 
ing, from five or six points on shore, to be 
watching tho whole drama. Capt. Debnoy 
also, in tl\e witness box, estimated liis 
I speed, on entering tho harbor, at six knots. 

|(Cro8B.exam{natipns 252). The defendants 
' Attempted, by the viva voce evidence of 
^'ome of the. crew, to out down this speed to 
four knots, or oven less— but, even if they 
could be permitted to vary tho statement in 
their pleadings, the great preponderance r.f 
tho ovideneo js that Ihe speed was six or 
sovou knots.

She wa» simply ullowod to run on by her 
own impe,tus, as if tho North Channel hud 
been quite clear, until within about 300 feot 
of the " Etovi." which was alovvly but sure- 
ly advancing .towards her. Then she re- 
versed her scre^i but thd collision was then 
inevitable, and the steps taken by the 
" I'uebla," uccordii'K to the statements made 
by her captain iirimediutcly afterwards, 
were not directed to tiho avoidance of u col- 
lision, which, by this tl'jne, no human force 
or skill could prevent, bat simply to the 
protection of bis own vessel, instead of go- 
ing to starboard, witiuh wouU infullihiy 
have thrown his port liiow ou tbe stem of 
the " Eton," he turned to his port hand, 
and ran his stem into th« starboard' aide c4 
the •' Eton," nearly nnn(&hip9. 

In the defendants' {preHuiinary iMty andl 
also by ovidonce at tho hearing, tho de- 
fendants alleged the "Eton'* to be in fault 
in not keeping a courso to her starboard 
side, as indicated by tbe sinelo wliistle. 
And both Captain Debney aau his pilots 
Ettershanks (on tbe bridge but ,not iiv 
^arge, not being a Nanaimo pilot), declag- 
that while the ships were in collision, Ca 
taini Debney shouted to Captain .Newcomb 
"Whydidyounot go to stttrlioard?";an 
that the latter answered : -I^Sh'e , woit'li' ;,an-- 
awer her: helm?' l?here must be s»me mis- 
take here, for, if there is one thing quit 
clearly proved and admitted oii all t-jands, i 
is'that the""Bton" wttS moving, inidJ nove 
ceased moving, to starboard, the who 
time after leaving tbe wharf up to tbe roo> i 
mcnt before the collision, wlieu Captain 
Nowconib tried to throw her head to port, in 
hopes that he might receive only ;v glanc- 
ing blow, and it is not clear tliat lie tlion 
succeeded in turning her head, even for a 
iiionieiit. All the plainLill's creiv, all the 
independent, witnei-HeH, even Capt. Debnoy 
hinitelf, and EtteraluuikH, his pilot, agree 
thi.s : That the " I'^t.on ' waa turning, 
to Bturboard the whole time up to the liir.o 
when the " I'neWa " reversed her screw, in< 
Older to give the blow instead of reeeiviug; 
t. (Capt. IJebney, Ans. 74, ."), (i ; Kttor- 
lianka, Ans. .'iO, — in-chief — which anaw erf' 
the counsel for diifendunt, wliose witncs ■ 
Ettershanks was, did not seem to reli.sh. 
Under these circumstances, it seems ([uite 
incredible that either the exact question, or 
the exact answer, should bo as the defend- 
ant's witnesses now allege. 

Both parties must have meant, and under- 
stood each other as saying : "Why don't . 
yon go to starboard faster?" and answering 
"She won't answer any l}etter;" whicli as 
Captain Debney liinjself jwints out, might 
bo due either to the very slow speed of 
the "Eton" at the time, one and a hal 
knots to two knots, or tho shoalness o.- 
tho water. He excuses the "Puebla," au 
exceedingly handy vessel, for not going to 
starboard, by observing that she was going 
less than six knots. Jtot that Captain 
Dobney, who saw the "Ron" going all the 
time to starboard, however slowly, should 
ask simply why she did not go to starboard, , 
or that Captain Newcomb, who waa trying 
all he could to send her to starboard, and 
was sending her to starboard, as be saw and 
as everybody saw, should reply that he 
could not make her go to starboard, is, of 
course, quite incredible, except on:the sup- 
position that they had both, in the excite- 
ment of the collision, failed to perceive tbck 
meaning of their words. , ■ 

It ' was suggested^ but there ' was no 
evidenoe on the point, that the undue hurry 
of the Fuebhi was due to her anxiety to 
beat the record," (Deimey Q., 236, 239 
249). This anxiety has, undoubtedly, lost 
many a ship. 

It seems clear, however, that ' if the . 
Pucbla had stood still for a single minute, 
or, at most, a minute ond a half by tho 
clock, off Clallows Point, there can scarcely 
bo a doubt but t>iat the "Eton" would 
have passed completely through tho chan- 
nel and got round well to the southward, 
ind the Puebla would have made lietter 
time to the wharf. However this may be, 
I am advised, aud I find, that tho collision 
was wholly due to tho imprudent navigation 
of the "Puebla ; "tliat the " Eton " neither 
lid anything careless or unskilful that con- 
tributed to the collision, nor omitted to do 
anything which could have prevented or 
mitigated the collision, and 1 give judg- 
ment accordingly, condemning the "City of 
Puebla," and her bail in damages and the 
coats of this action. There will be the usual 
reference to inquire as to damages aud all 
proper directions. '

or before demaRoguos can bo convinced 
that it is worth their while to favor 
doctrhiea that iippear to men of common 
scnsQ palpably absurd, tiiey must have 
found out that there is a large proportion 
ot tlio voting population to whom those 
doctrines, unreasonable as they appear to 
be, are acceptable. And there is no doubt 
that tlicrc are thousamia of men in tho 
United iStales who believe that it is in tho 
power of the Government to make good 
times by printinc paper money and lending 
it to the people at u low rate of interest. 

We know, too, that the men who accept 
wild and utterly impraoticable theories 
respecting politics^scysial. science, religion, 
medicine and a hun3i;ed other subjects, 
are not confined to the United States. Let 
a juan who has the gift of tho gab and a 
confident and plausible maunor, undertake 
to teach any system, no matter how absurd 
it may appear to bo to people accustomed 
to reason and to sift evidence, lie will be 
certain to make converts, and many of 
tlioni will not bo what aro usually regard- 
ed as ignorant and foolish persons. 

It appears to us that one of the reasons 
why doctrines political, economic, reli- 
gious and social, that are altogether irra- 
tional and impracticable, aro greedily 
received and enthusiasticallyj advocated by 
persons who appear to ha oven more 
than commonly intelligent, is that boys and 
girls and even students of what are called the 
liighcr institutions of learning are not tauglit 
to reason. Of lessons they get more than 
enongli, but they are not taught to think. 
Tliey have no exercise in tho kind of 
bnxin work which is required of men and 
women in actual life. Every one is com- 
pelled in some sort of way to try to 
distinguish tho true from the false, to de- 
cide what argumouts arc sound and what 
are unsound, to distinguish between wh.-it 
is and wliiit is nut evidence, and to 
estimate, us best he can, the true 
value of words. This ia not the 
work of "students" alone, but ot every 
mun and woman who has business to do, or 
who listens to a sermon or a political speech 
or discourse of ony kind on any siilijeot or 
reads a book. What preparation is made 
for this Ijind of independent brain work in 
ivhat is okUed education ? Vet it must be 
done by us all in some sort of way. How 
badly it is done by very many is seen in the 
ho3t» of dupe.s that knaves and fanatics of 
all sorts and descriptions make everywhere. 
Wart of mind training causes hiindrcda of 
thousands to believe that there is virtue in 
the 4|uack medicine which they are told will 
cure every variety of disease, and the same 
want of training makes the impecunious 
elector tho dupe of the voluble demagogue 
who assures him that (iovernnient is omni- 
potent; that it luis only to exercise itsjiuwer 
to free iiini from the diliiculties into which 
his own recklessness or inexperience or dis 
honesty has plunged liiih. 

Many of tho lessons which the boy learns 
at school are of no eartlily use to liini in 



the future, but because it opposed those 
who would sell our country to tho Americans 
for what they represented as great trade 
privileges. Tho Bordtdneas was then on the 
side of the men who put a price even on 
their loyalty, and who were ready to barter 
away their allegiance. 

Our contemporary distorts our demand 
for justice from tiie Federal Government 
into a " yawp " for subsidies. It would be 
just as sensible, and just oa fair, to repre- 
sent a tradesman's request for payment of 
an honest debt into a demand for black 
niaiL The Dominion Government has en 
torcd into an obligation to maintain certain 
services in the difTereat provinces. This is 
a provision of the treaty between it and 
thiose provinces. Ths provinces are re- 
quired to perform their part of the bargain 
They cannot refuse or neglect to fulfil their 
obligations, even if they desired to do so. 
Is there then anylliiiig wrong or sordid in 
the provinces keeping the Geucriil Govern- 
ment np to its duty? What Victoria asks 
for is what the Dominion Government is 
bound, by tho conbtitution, to grant. The 
Customs, the Postal Service and the Militia 
are subjects within the exclusive legislative 
authoritj' of the I'arliament of Canaila, and 
when the province, or any part of it, usUs 
for what is necessary to keep these services 
in an efficient and decent condition, it only 
demands what is its unq^uestioned right. 
"Victoria, we contend, ia in these matters 
not treated fairly ; it docs not get what 
other cities of far less eoiiscfjucnijo rceoive. 
And when wo make a deiiiuiid for justice for 
Victoria, instead of being assisted by the 
Times, it aoouses us of being sordid and 
joins the Vancouver News-Advertiser in 
maintaining that the citizens of Victoria 
have no other politics than stihsidiea. Its 
sneers and gibes are, if anything, more 
unjust and more insulting than those of the 
Vancouver detractor of Victoria and every 
thing' Victorian. 

UNABLE! TO THINK. 

Tho readiness with which thirteen 
hundred representative citizens of the 

United .States agreed to wluit the St. Patil 
Pioneer Press otigmatises, as " the most 
insane and ridiculous platforiii which was 
ever presented by any political parly to the 
American people," leails us to enquire ho w 
have the men wjio drew up suob a set of 
propositions, and considered them reason- 
able, been educated? And what ia the intel- 
lectual condition of the people who will 
accept such a string of ahsufditios as 
sound political and economical dnctrinc ? 

It will bo saiil at once that quite a largo 
proportion of thein are mnre dotnagogues, 
who arc ready to advocate any principle 
and to embrace any system which they 
bolievo to be acceptable to the people: ' Wa 
do not see that thii mends the natter at all. 



mentid discipline, the foolishness and the 
fallacies of demagogues and ciiiaeks of all 
kinds would be rejected with contempt by 
all men and women who possessed healthy 
minds capable of being trained Their 
dupes would then be only the weak-minded 
and the intellectually deformed. Is the 
world ever to have a system of education 
which will make men intellectual athletes? 
Will educationists ever be able to dis- 
tijiguiah between teachinu and training ? 
Is education ever really to become a prepar- 
ation for the actual duties of life ? 



NE WFO UNDLA ND. 

We are gla<l to see that the r-.egisl!iture 
of Newfoundland has tuacted the law neces- 
sary to enforce the modaa vivendi agreed 
to between France and Great Britain, with 
rcsi)cct to the treaty rights of France on 
part of the coast of that colony. Tho peo- 
ple have, evidently, submitted with u very 
ba<l grace. 'J'liey refused to celebrate the 
Queen's birthday with the usual demonstra- 
tions, and the Act was "passed by the As- 
sembly with closed doors, in order, we pre- 
sume, that there should bo no unpleasant 
demonstrations ol popular feeling, in the 
galleries of the Legislative (Mianiber. 

Let us hoi)e that the iidmbitants of \cw- 
fouudlaud will get over their sulky lit soon. 
Those among' them who have any sense 
nnist see that the course pursued by the 
'.Jritlsh Government was, if it wished to re- 
main on friendly terms with France, the only 
one open to it. It might, perhajjs, have 
treated the (iovernment of the colony with 
a little moro courtesy, and informed the 
Governor of its intention to introduoe what 
has been called by the Newfoundlanddrs 
the "Coercion Act" at an earlier day. 

But no act of mere ofhcial politeness could 
have »i)])Cased the anpry NewfounJlanders. 
What they duniaiided of the Ifomc (Jovern- 
ment was resistance to what they considered 
tho unwarrantable and unreasonabh: cUiiins 
of the French. They were opposed to 
everything that . had the appearance of a 
compromise, or an acknowledgement of tho 
v.nlidity of tlio^'e claims. They insisted up- 
what they consideied the treaties 
meant, perfectly regardless of the construc- 
tion put upon them by the Government of 
France. They seemed to think that.it was 
the easiest thing in the world for, Lord 
Sulisbury to obtain from France an Imme- 
diate recognition of tho llritish interpreta- 
tion of the treaties and other documents 
connected with the fishery question. I5ut 
Lord .Salisbury knew better. lie did not 
need any one to tell liim that France is a 
powerful nation, and that the French are 
quick to take offence when they have the 
least suspicion that offence is intended. He 
know perfectly well that ho could' not 
speak to France "at the top of his voioei" 



He saw, what the Newfoundlanders either 
could not or would not see, that tho French 
must be treated with courtesy and consider- 
ation, o^d that their views of what 
the treaties meant could not bo 
ignored or treated with contempt. He 
accordingly,, much to the disgust of the 
unthinking and the ignorant among the 
Neivfoundlanders, entered Into negotiations 
with the French. Hut aomo arrangement 
inuat be made with Krance while the 
negotiations were pending. Lord Salisbury 
made an arrangement, with which tho'Now- 
fouiidUnders were much displeased. A law 
was reqiiired to give effect to tAe arrange- 
ment. The Nowfoundlauder.s almost swore 
that they would never pass such a law. 
Some of them went so far as to declare that 
they would join- the United States lirat. 
The Newfoundlsnders were then plainly 
told if they would no^ pass the necessary 
law, a bill would bb introduced and carried 
in the Imperial Parliament. " The Coer- 
cion Bill " was accordingly introduced into 
the House of Lords by the Colonial Minis- 
ter. Sic William Whiteway, the New- 
foundland premier, was permitted to. slate 
the cose of the colony at the bar of the 
House of Lords, but ho did not convince 
the members of that body that the proposed 
legislation was iinnecessiiry. The general 
opinion .was that, "while Newfoundland 
remains part of the British Empire and en- 
joys the protection which that State im- 
plies, her population must accept the re- 
sponsibilities of British subjscts. They must 
recognize the right of the Imperial Govern- 
ment to maintain and carry out internation- 
al obligations." This must bo the opinion 
of sensible men everywhere. 

" The Coercion Bill " was not sent down 
to the House of Commons immediately. The 
Government, in order to give the Legisla- 
ture of Newfoundland another chance to 
enact a law binular in its nature to effect 
the same object, held it over until after the 
Whitsuntide holidays. The Newfound- 
landers, seeing that the Imperial Govern- 
ineut was in ^neat, and not wishing to 
surrender any'of their privileges of self- 
government, have at last done what was ne- 
cessary to giveefi'ect to tho moduK virenili. 

It seems to us a pity, since tliey made up 
their minds to do wtuit was right, they did 
not pass the law with a better grace. It is 
always best to submit to ' the inevitable 
cheerfully. They cannot but see that Great 
Britain must keep fuith with foreign na- 
tions, and they ahould have seen that in 
accepting the powers of self-government 
they accepted along with them the obliga- 
tions which the Mother Country was under 
by solemn treaty to accord certain privi 
leges to the French. It is evident, too, 
that if there is any uncertainty as to what 
those privileges really are, and how far they 
extend, Franco as well as Newfoundland or 
Great Britain should have a voice in de- 
termining their nature and their extent. 

It is to l>e hoped that the people of New- 
foundland have determined to carry out the 
terms of tho modiLs riaiidi in good faith, 
and that Great Britain will have no reason 
to complain that their aajuiescence wtia 
merely formal.
